REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


’ To the Inhabitants of the Town of Eaton :— 


{n presenting our annual report, we congratulate you upon 
the measure of success which has attended the majority of 
our schools the pa-t year, antl regret the failure which has 
befailen a few in consequence of “the lack of government of 
teachers and tue evil mindedness o* a few of the scholars. 
As a whole, however, we feel confilent tiat the advance 


ment the past has been fully equil to the advancement of 
any previous year, We have to acknowledge, however, 


again with regre', the continued evil of non-attendance of 


- pupils. It is somewhat difficult to enforce our Jaws in this 


direction, but parents and guardians should see to it that 
their children have all the advantages possible in obtaining 
a yood education. We pursued the policy recommended in 
last year’s report in relation 'o tne conveyance of scholars in 


No. 7 schoo! to No 4 schoo: and ar: glad to be able to truth- 
fully siate that it has worked advantageously to both 


scholars and dis :ict an: also to the satisfactton of all con- 


cerned, >0 fur as.our obser. ations extend. While the town 


district male a saving from th» previous year of some four- 
teen dollars. the schoiars in N >. 7 also received eight w-eks 
extra sho ‘iing. 

- While yorr purpo-e in the past has been to provide as fast 
as possible suisable and pleasant school room: in every dis- 
trict, we feel it incumbent upon us t» again bring to your 
notice the very poor coalition of th: schoo! house in No. 9, 
that you mght provide a suitable location and pleasant 
school room for the accomodation of this scool, 1t being the 
last in the list which has been annua ly pointed out tv you, 


as si'uited in an unhealthy location and bing unfit for 


school purposes. W» recommend that a sufficient sum of 
money be raised to secure a heal hy location and either 
remove and repair or build a new school house. 
The foregoing is respectfully submi ted with usual finan- 
cial statement and statistical table.
